James Âsks 
Vet Résidence 
Cost Estimates 



Principal James told a delegation 
of the Vet Society Committee on 
Housing, at a meeting on Friday, 
that he would await definite fig- 
ures on costs before he would 
further consldcr^their plans for set- 
ting up a vet residence.. He ex- 
pressed doubts whether the build- 
ings mentioned by John Switzman, 
Vet Society Housing Director, could 
be obtained, and did not believe 
that they could be operated pro- 
perly as a residence at rates lower 
than those now being offered by 
other University resldencesr* 

Mr. Switzman, In outlining the 
plans of some 40 veterans who had 
already signified their desire in 
establishing a residence, stressed 
the point that many veterans were 
spending their DVA cheques and 
drawing on savings to remain in 
their present accommodation. He 
used Morgan House on University 
Street as an example of a co 
operative vet residence which' has 
provided, room and board for some 
35 veterans at an average monthly 
of 140.00. , 

The question of accommodation 
at Laehinc was also reviewed. It 
was pointed out to Principal James 
that veterans living there had 
extra costs of transportation and 
usually missed the midday meal, 
which brought their . total outlay 
for the basic costs of food and lod' 
ging dose to $60.00 a month. Ask- 
ed whether^ some '>arnngement 
could be made to supply a midday 
meal to Lachlne commuters at one 
of the University residences, he 
replied that this could'not be done 
without loss to the University as 
the rates at Lachlne were set on 
the assumption that half of those 
occupying quarters there would 
not be back at noon.

The entire final 
stanza illustrates my point ideally: 

"So let us learn the right from wrong 
And meet life's task with a Jolly song 
Yes, let us follow friendly trends . 
And learn to make our enemies friends." 
See what I mean? 

In closing let mc say thai I shall be only too 
happy to give my attention in this column to any 
other similar works.

It is one of the 
earlier works of the author, Youth- 
ful, and very gay, it is a satire on 
romance. The story Involves two 
young lovers, who meet secretly, on 
opposite sides of the wall that 
divides their fathers' gardens. 

They fancy themselves another 
Fyramis and Thisbc, and deplore 
the cruel fate that keeps them 
apart. At this point the fathers 
come in and drag the youngsters 
away from the wall. Once alone, 
the fathers themselves climb up on 
either side, and we find that they 
are the best of friends, and have re- 
sorted, to that stratageip to make 
their children fall in love. 

How the scheming 'oldsters ar- 
range the marriage— by means of a 
fake kidnapping— what happens 
when the lovers find out they have 
been tricked, how they part and 
are brought together again, makes 
three acts of witty dialogue, un- 
expected happenings, excellent act- 
ing. 

"Bergamln", tho father of the 
young man, is especially amusing 
In his part. He characterizes a tall, 
lean, crochety tyrant^of ^a father' 
"Straforel" the jaclt-of-all trades 
stops the show by his recital of the 
various kinds of kidnapping he can 
arrange . . . first class . . . second 
class ... de luxe . . . with varia- 
tions.
